under these conditions. There can 
be no possible doubt what Canada’s 
decision will be.

Funeral Services, Held

Simple but impressive funeral 
services were held at the First 
Presbyterian church Sunday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock for Judge William 
T. Newman, eminent jurist, who 
died Saturday morning at his home, 
54 Forrest avenue. Interment was 
in West View cemetery. 

The services were conducted by 
Dr. S. L. Morris, general secretary 
of the Presbyterian home mission 
board for the south, and, in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the 
family, were simple. The funeral 
march was rendered by Charles 
Sheldon. The quartet sang “Abide 
With Me.” Dr. Morris then read 
briefly from the Scriptures and of- 
fered a prayer. The choir sang 
“Lead, Kindly Light,” and the serv- 
ices came to a close, 

Many Friends Present. 

A large assembly of sorrowing 
friends gathered at the church to 
pay a last mark of honor and trib- 
ute to the distinguished judge. 
Notably among these was a group 
of confederate veterans, comrades 
of the deceased, and members of the 
Atlanta Bar association, who acted 
as honorary: escort at the funeral. 
Hundreds of men and women prom- 
inent in every walk of life were 
present. 

Though the family had requested 
that no flowers be sent, there were 
many beautiful floral offerings. In 
the pew where it was customary 
for Judge Newman to sit when he 
attended services a beautiful wreath 
had becn placed by the church. 
_At the time of his death Judge 
Newman was the oldest district 
judge in point of service in the 
United States. He was a confed- 
erate veteran, a pioneer citizen, a 
universal friend, and was constant- 
ly active in his aid of national, 
civic, charitable .and religious un- 
dertakings.

Georgia Sheriff 
Balks Lynchers

Evans County Official, 
With Two Deputies, 
Stands Off Mob and 
Then Hurries Negro to

February 15.—A 
mob of angry men stormed the 
Evans county courthouse last 
night, bent on lynching Andrew 
Jones, negro, who was held in the 
building by the sheriff for safe- 
keeping after he had had analter- 
cation with John Horton and an- 
other young man, resulting in the 
wounding of Horton. 

The sheriff, together with two as- 
sistants, stood off the mob, which 
fired a volley of shot into the 
courthouse in an effort to force the 
surrender of the negro. While the 
mob was attempting to gain en- 
trance into the building the sheriff 
slipped*the negro out and. hurried 
him to Savannah in an automobile. 

The sheriff stated the two young 
white men beat the negro because 
he had informed revenue officers 
of the whereabouts of a “moon- 
shine” liquor outfit. 


MERRYMAN TELLS 
OF DOUBLE KILLING 


Makes Written Confes- 
sion of Part in Ken- 
tucky Murder to Sheriff

Making a written confession of 
his part in the murder of an aged 
couple in Hickman, Ky., more then 


thirty years ago to Sheriff Wayne 
Walker, of Hickman, Ky. in which |. 


he mwave the names of four other al- 
leged participants in the crime, R. C. 
Merryman, 45 years old, recently 
sentenced to life imprisonment in 
this state, Sunday also threw addi- 
tional light on several crimes in that 
vicinity which took place thirty 
years ago. 

Although most of the men whose 
names Merryman divulged as par- 
ticipants in various crimes are dead, 
several are said to still reside near 
Hickman. : 

The first confession as to his 
part in the murder of an aged cou- 
ple, “old man” King and his wife, 
was made to Jailer Holland at the 
Fulton county Tower, following a 
telegram from Kentucky authori- 
ties. Later he told his story to a 


Constitution reporter. 
Makes Written Confession. 
Sunday afternoon Sheriff Walker 
arrived in Atlanta to receive a 
written confession from Merryman, 
following a request from relatives 
of the Kings that the matter be 


thoroughly probed. 

The following is Merryman’s 
sworn confession to the murder: 

At the time 1 was living out on, the 
Dyresburg road I was ont on the hill near 
the spot where stands the Irby home. Frank 
Gibson and Mr. Larson approached me and 
asked me if I wanted to make some money, 
and I, being a boy about 11 years of age, 
of course I did. I was — “ey to go and 
spend the night with a end. 

He met me promptly at the appointed 
time and I told my friend 1 was going on 
home. We went veut across the old Marr 
piace, across by the John Andy Wilson 
place, and out by the Widow Jones’ farm, 
and from there we went to the Aing prop- 
erty. 1 was raised in through the window 
and instructed to open all the doors. 

Larson came in through the front door; 
Gibeon remained at the back door. Tlic 
other man whom we met in the ravine be- 
tween the Jones property and the King 
heme went to the barn, and Mr. -King upon 
getting up, hearing a racket and noise out- 
side of the barn, made for the barn.

Ind., 
secretary of the democratic naffon- 
al committee, made upblic tonight, 
announced his candidacy as a dele- 
gate at large from Indiana to the 
coming San’ Francisco’ convention 
upon “an old-time democratic plat- 
form.” 

“I have watched in other coun- 


bridled democratcy.” the: vice presi- 
dent wrote, “and I have seen its men- 
ace in this country, until I am quite 
convinced that the peace, prosperity 
and perpetuity of the American fe- 


ancient and time-honored _demo- 
cratic doctrines,” 

In view of political gossip that 
Viee President te to 
become chairman of thé democratie 
platform committee, his letter was 
read with especial interest by of- 
ficials here. 

Marshall States Position. 

“Another presidential campaign 
impends,” Mr. Marshall’ ‘wrete. 
“Thus far the president, who is the 
chief of our party, has not deemed 
it expedient -to. express ‘his opinion 
as to what the issues will be. Ag I 
am desirous of being a delegate at 
large from the state of Indiana, J 
wish, in consonance with what I 
hope has been my entire public ca- 
reer, to state the substance of what 
I think the democratic party should 
stand for. I would not want to xo 
under any misapprehension as to my 
views upon the part of the unfalter- 
ing democrats of Indiana. 

“We were in the war from the very 
moment of its European beginning, 
because it affected our internal af- 
fairs. All of the methods and meas- 
ures adopted for the preservation of 
the peace of our coumry and the 
winning of the war niet w:th ap- 
proval and I am ready to defend 
them. 

“The war is now over and the re- 
habilitation of America, as well as 
the rest of the world, is taking 
place. It is not possible to accom- 
plish our. rehabilitation other than 
through the instrumentalities of po- 
litical parties. How shall the dem- 
ocratic: party propose to rehabili- 
tate the political system of America, 
if intrusted with power, is the ques- 
tion. 

“I have watched in other countries

STRUGK BY TRUCK, 
ONE MAN IS DEAD 


| C. O. Shafer, of 15 Berean 


Avenue, Killed and His 
Son, Ben Shafer, Is Seri- 


ously Injured. 


C. O. Shafer, 51 years of age, of 
15 Berean avenue, was killed, and 
his son, Ben Shafer, 31 years of age, 
of the same address, was_painfully 
injured in a collision between a 
truck and the motorcycle in which 
they were riding at the corner of 
Lovewater street and Ponce de Leon 
avenue, Sunday afternoon’ shortly 
after 2:30 o’clock. 

The large truck, driven by L. J.

Grady hospital ambulance was 
called and the injured men rushed 
to the hospital. 


Upon examination by physicians 
at Grady hospital it was found that 
Mr. Shafer had sustained six broken 
ribs in the accident, while' his apn, 
Ben Shafer. sustained a broken hip 
and several bruises about the head.

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THE STORY OF “PAR CLEARANCE” IN PLAIN, UNTECHNICAL LANGUAGE 


The custom by banks of charging ‘‘ex- 
change’’ on checks against their depositors’ ac- 
counts which are presented to them for pay- 
ment by another bank in another city is as old 
as banking itself, and is, in every sense, a legiti- 
mate and low charge for a service performed. 
It must be clearly understood that this charge 
is NOT made for CASHING THE CHECK. 
That, of course, entails no expense upon the 
bank and is accomplished by merely passing 
the currency through the paying teller’s win- 
dow. The exchange charge is for transmitting 
the money from the bank itself to another city. 
The clerical labor involved and the necessary 
expense of transferring the funds from one city 
to another constitute thé service for which the 
banks make this nominal charge. It is that 
charge that the Federal Reserve Bank is now 
trying to eliminate through its campaign to 


bring about ‘‘par clearance’’ by every bank in 
the United States. 

The fact that the labor and cost of trans- 
mitting the funds from point to point CANNOT 
BE ELIMINATED and that this expense, be- 
ing unavoidable, must be MET BY SOMEONE, 
is autocratically ignored by the great financial 
monarch. By the system of exchange the pavee 
of the check in the city, who profits by the 
transaction it represents, pays this small cost. 
In other words, the big wholesaler, for the priv- 
ilege of having the funds in payment of his ac- 
counts brought to his desk flap, pays one-eighth 
of one per cent. Under the proposed universal 
par clearance promulgation of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank, this cost would be loaded onto the 
shoulders of the little country bank. 

That the Federal Reserve System almost 
succeeded in putting this smooth scheme over 


is due to the fact that-the majority of state 
bankers of the United States, overawed by the 
power and official stariding of the great finan- 
cial juggernaut, never dreamt that they could 
successfully resist the imposition of this unfair 
burden. It was only when the country bankers 
of Georgia, a state in one of the last of the twelve 
federal reserve districts to be asked to come into 
line, launched their eleventh hour fight against 
this added tax to their cost of business, that the 
country bankers all over the country, realized 
there was yet hope and, those of them who had 
not already quietly acquiesced, flocked to the 
banners of the newborn hope, while the large 
number who had already given in without a 
struggle, announced by thousands their perfect 
agreement with the principles upheld in Geor- 
gia, and gave their unequivocal support to the 
fight, insofar as they were able.

The Governor says: 


“Congress took the view that this ex- 
change ‘was an improper and unnecessar) 
burden upon commerce.” 


The Country Bankers deny that Con- 
gress took this view. We quote from the 
amended Section 13, of the Federal Re- 
serve Act, In part: “Provided further, 
That nothing In this or any other section 
of this act shall be construed as prohibit- 
ing a member or non-member bank from 
making reasonable’ charges, : 
for collection and payment of checks or 
drafts and remission therefor by ex- 
change or otherwise.” If this charge is 
improper, it is contended that every oth- 


er charge—freight, telegraph, express, 
postage, rent, clerk hire, drayage, etc., 
etc., must likewise be improper. 


Again the Governor says: 


“The banks which are plaintiffs In the 
suit say the privilege is worth a million 
dollars annually to them and to the banks 
in Georgia similarly situated. If it is 
worth any such sum as that, this state- 
ment merely amounts to their saying that 
they receive that much for this service 
from the merchants, manufacturers and 


others in the state who do business with : 


them.’”’ 


This service, for which the Country 
Bankers admit that, in round figures, they 
receive one million dollars per year in 
Georgia, would, if performed by either of 


the two government institutions which, 
in the regular course of their business, 
render a similar service to the public, cost 
much more. The proportion can readily 


be figured by a comparison of the fig- 


ures printed elsewhere on this page. 


“ . . « the Federal Reserve Banks 
are not allowed to pay such charges. This 
bank (The Sixth Federal Reserve Bank) 
is itself absorbing the expense, although 
it costs us over $250,000 per annum.” 


This merely bears out the contention 
of the Country Bankers, that the service 
entails a heavy expense upon them and 
that they are justified in charging the 
low exchange rate now in force. The 
small bank is not in a position to “ab- 


sorb” such an expense, as is the Federal 
Reserve Bank. 


“They refuse to remit at par ..¢« .« 
we are compelled to send, for collection, 
the checks drawn on them, through an 
express company, or compelled to send 
same to an agent to collect in cash over 
their counters for our account.” 


If the Federal Reserve Bank is prohib- 
ited from spending its stockholders 
money to collect cash at $1.25 per thous- 
and dollars, whose money is being used to 
pay the higher cost of collecting by ex- 
press or through a personal agent? 


“We do not think the position of the 
banks, plaintiffs in this case, is tenable, 
because everybody knows that anyone 
who has a check on a bank, be he an 
individual, Federal Reserve Bank or any 


other bank, has an undoubted right to 
go with the check to the bank on which 
it is drawn, or’ send the same, and col- 
lect the money at the teller’s window.” 


Perfectly correct, when such presenta- 
tion is in the regular course of business 
and not as a part of a coercive scheme, 
which the Federal Reserve Bank Itself 
has described as “Methods of collection 
which would prove embarrassing, annoy- 


any and expensive to you.” But, no one 
_ has the right to demand that the bank 


shall bring the currency for cashing a 
check to any other point than the teller’s 
window. The exchange charge is NOT 
made for cashing a check, it is for the 
TRANSMISSION OF FUNDS from the 
teller’s window to another city.

The Country Bankers hope to try their lawsuit with the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta in the Courts and not in 
the newspapers. But the repeated published statements in 
behalf of the defendants make it necessary to enlighten the 
public on one or two matters. 


The decision of the State Court resulting in an order 
of removal to the Federal Court involved no part of the 
merits of the case. It was based on a single conclusion of the 
learned Judge, viz: that the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlan- 
ta is not a National Bank within the meaning of the law sub-

jecting National Banks to the jurisdiction of the Courts of 


the State where located just like any other citizen is subject. 
With all due respect to the able judge who reached this con- 
clusion, the Country Banks cannot agree with him, and will 
contest the matter through proper channels. 


The Federal Reserve Bank is chartered by National law; 
is therein expressly authorized to engage in the business of 
banking and is so engaged. It certainly is a bank, and, in our 
opinion, is a National Bank, and is being sued in this case 
in connection with its methods of collecting checks. The col- 
lection of checks is certainly a banking function, and there- 
fore whatever may be its relation to the fiscal system of the 
National Government.in other respects, the Federal Reserve 
Bank 1s, as to the matters complained of by the Country

Banks, a National Bank against which they claim the right 
to seek protection in the state courts just as they would have 
the right to do against any other National Bank that sought 
to invade their rights. And this is what congress intended 
when it put all National Banks created under any of its laws 
on the samé@ level with common every-day folks in litigated 
matters. 


But whether the Country Banks are right or wrong as 
to the Court that is clothed with power to pass on their rights, 
the determnation of that question decides noshing of the mer- 
its of their case. Unless the Federal Reserve Bank expects 
special favors of the Federal Courts (in which it would un- 
doubtedly be disappointed) there is no basis for the assertion 
that the decision of Judge Ellis is “a tremendous victory for 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta.” 


The Country Banks neither ask nor expect special favors 
from any Court. The day for prejudice in our Courts—State 
or Federal—has passed, Thank God, and Judge Ellis’ decision 
is a fine illustration of it. Otherwise, the five or six hundred 
banks created by the state he serves in a position he adorns, 
would never have been. turned over to the tender mercies of 
a court which by any stretch of the imagination would be 
prejudiced or unfair.

have confdence, that there is no choice in this case between 
the State and the Federal Court; the former has jursidiction 
of their ¢ase and the latter has not. The Country Banks 
could not confer jurisdiction of this case on the Federal Court 
by consent. The law must have conferred it or it does not 
exist. Naturally, therefore, the Country Banks do not wish to 
incur the labor. and expense of a trial on the merits of the 
case and find out in the end that the victory they expect to 
win was bootless because the trial court is held by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States to have had no power to 
give it to them. It seems better to test out this question— 
raised by our adversaries—before anything else is done with 
the case, and this the Country Banks propose to do. 


In the meantime the restraning order holds, and all the 
banks in the Sixth District are entitled for the asking to its 
protection. P

Second, the railroads should be 
promptly taken by the government 
after they have been returned. This 
taking should be by such method of 
law as justly compensates. all 
owners. '

Tt is said that the government has 
not made a’success of the operation 
of the roads while the government 
has been directing them during the 
war.

Let it be recalled that after the 
arrangement the roads remained ex- 
actly in the hands of the same man- 
agers, superintendents and direc- 
tors, even to the presidents and 
boards, as before. In other words, 
those who had run the roads before 
were the same people who were run- 
ning the roads under the govern- 
ment. 

If the charge be true that they 
were run badly under the govern- 
ment, then, two things are plain: 
Kkither it is because these private 
managers ran roads badly, showing 
themselves not fit to be trusted— 
which proves the government should 
take the roads out of their hands— 
or it is proved that merely to pre- 
vent the government from taking 
the roads, the managers déliberate- 
ly misused and mismanaged the 
property in order to disgust the 
American public and awaken resent- 
ment to defeat the United States in 
its purpose of making a success of 
government administration; though 
todo such wasto cripple their own 
nation in time of war and harass and 
distress their own citizens in the 
hour of their greatest necessity—and 
these railroad heads want to be 
called patriots. The Chicago divi- 
sions under Aishton and Holden 
must be praised as exceptions to the 
| general course through the nation. 

Railroads Are Public Property. 

Let it be remembered that rail- 
roads are no private property. The 
highways are the people's property, 
and those who are permitted to lay 
and run the cars over 
them are licensees of the pubHe, to 
serve the public for protit to the 
licensees. But the railroads are for 
the uses of the public welfare, and 
for the purpose of private 
fortune. 

The same is true of the highways 
of water. The next step of the gov- 
ernment must be to take both high- 
ways of land and water under gov- 
ernment control and government 
ownership. Then arrange a method 
of operation that serves the uses 
of the citizenand the welfare of the 
people and which protects to the 
final cent every honest investment.

CARDINAL PAINTS, 
IRISH CONDITIONS 


As Most Calamitous Ever 
Known—Cardinal Logue 
Likens British Conduct 
to That of Germans in 
Belgium. 


Belfast, February 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Cardinal Logue, 
in his Lenten pastoral to the dio- 
cese of Armagh, says: 

“Not within living memory can 
we find in Ireland such calamitous 
conditions as exist at present— 
drastic repression on one side and 
retaliation on the other; a military 
regime rivaline in severity even 
that of countries under the most 
pitiless autocratic government: 
vindictive sentences out of all pro- 
portion to alleged transgressions: 
letters cachet or arbitrary arrests 
more frequent than in pre-revolu- 
tionary France; deportations such 
48 raised a wild cry of reprobation 
against Germany when it was in 
military occupation of Belgium. 
These and similar acts of. power 
cannot fail to create exasperation, 
recklessness, despair and general 
disorder. ‘ 

“On the other side there is retal- 
iation, lawlessness and crime such 
as any man guided by God’s laws 
must regret and reprobate. Crime 
can never aid us in the assertion of 
our rights. On the .contrarv, we 
find it our greatest obstacle. It 
alienates sympathy, creates preju- 
dice, mars the fair name of our 
country; discourages our friends 
and strengthens the hands of our 
enemies, and furnishes still greater 
oppression and tends to justify the 
wrongs we suffer from. 

“However we may suffer for the 

present, we may console ourselves 
by the conviction that this state of 
things cannot last. It cannot stand 
i nthe light of public opinion. Force 
cannot be a substitute for good 
government. It has failed more 
than once, .even in the memory of 
the present generation. involving 
in its failure the political doom of 
its advocates. 
“If. the prediction of General 
Smuts is not to be verified, Eng- 
land shall sooner or later find it 
to her interest to commit the des- 
tinies of this country to some en- 
lightened statesmen who will rely 
more on justice and good govern- 
ment than on political strategy.”
